2. Inventions III and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process such as one that does not 
control glucose levels but use with a process that controls insulin levels, a process that promotes 
bone growth, a process that treats pain, a process for spinal cord stimulation, a process for 
stimulating the heart, or any other process that applies a therapeutic electrical field to body tissue 
known in the art via an electrode and related circuitry. 

3. Inventions III and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
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materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process such as one that does not 
control insulin levels but use with a process that controls glucose levels, a process that promotes 
bone growth, a process that treats pain, a process for spinal cord stimulation, a process for 
stimulating the heart, or any other process that applies a therapeutic electrical field to body tissue 
known in the art via an electrode and related circuitry. 

4. Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01).
